County Attorney Tierey here late 
today refused the demand of a com< 
mittee of 100 prominent Lorena cit- * 
izens that he file complaint against 
Sheriff Buchanan and Deputy Sheriff 
Burton in connection with last 
night’s fight at Lorena. 

J. D. Willis, local attorney, acting 
as spokesman for the Lorena dele- 
gation, charged that the sheriff and 
his deputies precipitated a “promis- 
cuous shooting and cutting affray 
which endangered the lives of Los 
rena men, women and children.”

Upon .his arrest early Sunday 
morning by Detectives Sturdivant 
and Powers, Gordon claimed to 
know nothing of the affair, and 
said that he was unable to give a 
description of the. bandits at whose 
hands his employer met his death. 
After being held in a cell at police 
afternoon, 
he was taken into the detective de- 
partment and subjected to; a-drum 
fire of questioning. He was then 
taken Dack to his cell. 

Cochran died at Grady hospital 
shortly after being shot. It was 
found that the bullet had penetrat- 
ed the skull and entered his brain. 
The attempted robbery in which the 
Greek met his death followed short- 
ly after the robbery of another store 
in the vicinity by three negroes. 
The descriptions. of the blacks do 
not tally, however, and officers be- 
lieve’ that the negroes who killed 
Cochran are not the same who Joot- 
ed the other store.

In an election Sunday afternoon

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IN WORLD ARMIES, 


washington, October 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Active armies of 
the fourteen most’ important nations 
of the world today include approxi- 
mately six million men, according to 
figures obtained here and regarded 
as reasonably correct. With the in- 
clusion of land armaments in the 
agenda of theforthcoming confer- 
ence on limitations of armaments. 
these are the figures with which it 
is expected the assembled commis- 
sioners will have to deal. 

While China stands first among 
the nations in this summary of sol- 
diers actually under arms about Sep- 
tember 1, last, being credited with 
1,370,000 active troops, France is far 
ahead among _ nations ot dis- 
tressed by civil strife, in the num- 
ber of men with the colors. The 
French army strength is placed at 
1,034,000 men, the Britis 
standing next with 
Germany last, with 100,000. 
United States stands thirteenth, 
with 149,000 men in the regular 
army, exceeding only Germany, 
while Italy hag 350,000 and Japan 
300,000 acive troops. 

Figures for other powers include 
Russia, 638,000; . Poland, 450,000; 
Greece, 255,000; Spain, 258,000; 
Switzerland, 170,000; Turkey, 152,000: 
Czecho-Slovakis, 150,000. 

Other Factors. 

In considering problems connected 
with attempted reduction of armed 
forces ashore, it is to be assumed, 
however, that the Washington con- 
ferees will of necessity take into 
consideration many other factors 
than the forces actually under arms 
in cOmputing. the army strength of 
any nation for purposes of discus- 
sion. Reserve systems, the extent 
to which reserves have been organ- 
ized for. quick mobilization and the 
degree of training they have re- 
ceived, all would be revewed by 
technical experts. In many coun- 
tries some form of universal mili- 
tary service Obligation rests upon 
the entire male population. Japan, 
Italy, France, Greece, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Poland, Switzerland and Spain 
all have in force such laws, while 
among British colonies, South Af- 
rica, New Zealand and Australia 
nave similar enactments. 

By these factors the relative fig- 
ures take Onaneven wider ‘discrep- 
ancy than when national army 
strength is viewed from the stand- 
point of active armies alone. France, 
for instance, is estimated to have 
beyond her, million men in arms, 
4.270,000 reservists, the majority of 
them highly trained as a result or 
war exeprience, and the whole body 


included in a highly organized re-' 


serve system that will keep the 
nation’s trained fighting personnel 
at that point. Italy’s 350,000 ficht- 
ing troops are backed by 4,627,000 
reserves in an equal state of pre- 
paredness, and Japan’s 300,000, by 
another army of 1,845,000 trained 
and equipped to take the field on 
short notice. 
United States Situation. 

The United States has at present 
nothing inthe way of organized re- 
serves behind the regular army, ex- 
cept the national guard, the move- 
ment for organization of a volunta- 
ry reserve having just been started. 

Still another angle of the army 
reduction which may come up at 
the conference is the proportion of 
active and organized reserve per- 
sonnel to the man-power of the na- 
tion, the available. number of 
males of fighting age in the popu- 
lation. In France, Italy and some 
other countries, virtually every male 
fit for army service already, either 
is in the active army or has a defi- 
nite place in the organized and 
trained reserve. 

One thing clearly established by 
these army figures, military ex- 
perts said, was that the United 
States alone among the victor na- 
tions in the war, seems to have 
completely demobilized. The regular 
army today is little stronger in num- 
bers than it was before the mobiliza- 
tion in 1917. The national guard, 
due to reorganization after the war 
ig actually weaker.

WAS NATIONALLY 
FAMOUS FIGURE. 

Chicago, October. 2.—Verification 
of reports received yesterday that 
Peter S. Grosscup, former United 
States judge, who presided in many 
fiationally famous cases, had died at 
sea while en route to England, was 
obtained tonight by members of his 
family. 

Late yesterday Leslie Moon, Judge 
Grosscup’s son-in-law, received a 
cable message that the jurist had 
succumbed on board the Cunard 
liner Caronia a few days out from 
New York. Full details of the death 
have not been received. 

As United States circuit court 
judge for nimeteen years, Judge 
Grosscup became a national figure. 
He wrote the finding of the circuit 
court of appeals when it reversed 
the $29,400,000 fine imposed on the 
Standard Ot] company by Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis. 

Opinion Sustained. 

In a suit to determine whether the 
Columbian World's fair should be 
permitted to remain open on Sun- 
aays, Judge Grosscup as a district 
judge, delivered a dissenting opinion 
which was sustained by the United 
States supreme court. 

In 1894 Judge Grosscup attracted 
national attention by telegraphing 
President Cleveland a request for 
troops to quell a railroad strike, and 
cn another occasion he sent Eugene 
Debs, the socialist, to jail for con- 
tempt of court. 

In 1899 President McKinley pro- 
moted him to the circuit bench and 
later he was appointed to the court 
of appeals. He was best known in 
the middle west for his handling of 
the Union Traction litigation’ in 
Chicago; and was widely’ criticised 
for making Marshall Sampsell, his 

2,500 a year secretary, receiver for 
the Union Traction company at $18.- 
00U a year. 

Was Indicted. 


In 1907 he and Sumpserr poth were 
indicted in connection with an inter- 
urban trolley line accident in which 
nine were killed, but the indictments 
were quashed after considerable 
court proceedings. The Chicago'led- 
eration of Labor, in 1910, had a 
resolution introduced in congress 
demanding Judge Grosscup’s' im- 
peachment. The judge at’ that time 
repeatedly announced that he might 
eventually resigm, but that he would 
not do soa under fire. He resigned 
in October, 1.11.

I shall not exaggerate a sin- 
gle word when I tell you-that from 
my boyhood to the present hour I 
have always had a profound regard 
for the United States marines and 
I am leaving camp today with that 
regard strengthened: and genuine 
affection added. 

“No commander-in-chief the 
world can have greater pride in 
and more affection for an arm of 
the national] defense than I have 
come to have for you in this more 
intimate contact with you.”

With religious. intolerance the 
theme of hig discussion in his ser- 
mon Sunday night, Rev. C. B. Wil- 
mer, rector of St. Luke’s Episcopal 


church, deplored its manifest spirit; 


in Atlanta and Georgia, and declar- 
ed that it is not necessary for 
Protestants ér Catholics to surren- 
der their convictions on fundament-~ 


al matters in order to work togeth- 
er for the common good. 

_ The subject of Dr. Wilmer’s ser- 
mon was.“‘Roman Catholics and 
Protestants,” and was one of @ se- 
ries -.he is délivering on _ current 
events. “It is charged that in some 
parts of our common country and 
in- certain large cities that Roman 
Catholics play politics,” he _ said. 
“There is a suspicion abroad that 
the whole Cathelic church would 
like to play politics and that they 
have never given up the ambition 
of temporal power. A letter just 
received from a stranger to me who 
evidently thinks that I need some 
enlightenment and that he is pre- 
pared to be the luminary in my 
mental sky, contains the following 
sentence: 

Publicity Is Advised. 

“"The Catholics have control of 
our navy and army and are secretly 
gaining control* of the affairs of 
this country wherever they § can.’ 
Now if that is true we ought not 
to fight Roman Catholics in gécret 
ourselves, but out in the open. Pub- 
licity is the only and the sufficient 
remedy for any such condition of 
things. No secret plan of capturing 
the army and navy and government 
of this country can live for a min- 
ute if exposed to the Hght ef day. 
Let the people who make that 
charge make it in public and pro- 
duce the proof and the American 
people will do the rest. 

“Then in relation to our publie 
school system. Everybody knows, 
without any investigation, since no 
secret ig made of it, that the Cath- 
olics do not believe in secular edu- 
cation apart from religion and re- 
ligion as taught by the church. Cer- 
tainly we ought to be able to under- 
stand that point of view. Secular 
education without the guiding prin- 
ciples of religion is a menace to the 
world. Protestants themselves con- 
fess as much when they put the 
Bible in the public schools and also 
when they’ establish parochial 
schools. Yet the public school sys- 
tem is one of the bulwarks of Amer- 
ican democracy. 

“What can be done to heal ¢his 
regrettable breach?” he continued. 
“Some system of general religious 
education must be worked out, par- 
alleling the public school system, 
each denomination of Christians 
making its contribution. 

Urges Friendly Spirit, 

“But while we are working this 
out can we not dea! with each other 
in a more friendly sptrit? Will it 
do any good to forbid the employ- 
ment of any Roman Catholics in the 
public schools solely because they 
belong to that church? On the oth- 
er hand, will not -¢zhe employment 
of Catholics in our schools help: to 
bring us together. on the matter? 

“But even supposing that some 
Catholics do hold positions antag- 
onistic to American institutions and 
do things they ought not, will we 
not be im a better position to win 
them, gm, if necessary, to convict 
them of wrong doing, if we keep 
our own Skirts clear of all injustice, 
all denial of the rights of others. 
all vague suspiciousness? Does it 
not weaken our position if we 
sweepingly charge all Catholics 
with disloyalty and the Catholic 
church itself with being essentially 
and inherently disloyal?” 

Democracy is fundamentally 
Christian in idea, not entirely so in 
fact, the pastor said. He declared 
that what is needed is the co-op- 
eration of all the forces of good 
that can be drawn  together—let 
each individual have his own con- 
victions and allow others the same 
privilege. :

POLICE HOLD MAN 
WHO ATTEMPTED 
LEAP FROM TRAIN 


Dragged back as he was about to 


leap from a window of a fast moving 


train coming into Atlanta Sunday 
afternoon, a man believed to be 
James Nobles, a discharged soldier, 
was taken from the Yerminal sta- 
tion to police headquarters upon ar- 
riv of the train in the city and 
held for investigation. 

‘Sie mam appeared to.be in a high- 
ly nervous condition, and would ut- 
ter no word in reply to questions 
by officers. An honorable discharge 
certificate found on his person bore 
the name James B. Nobles, and the 
description on the discharge tallies 
with that of the man under detem- 
tion. Data given on the discharge 
certificate places the age of djobles 
at 21. 

After getting aboard the train at 
Cedartown with a ticket for Atlanta, 
the.man fell into the aisle of the 
coach in a fit, frothing at the mouth. 
Upon being assisted back into his 
seat by passengers, he. raised his 
window and would have leaped out 
had he not been seized. During the 
remainder of the trip he-was held 
by W. B. Bass, an Atlanta fireman 
of station No. 2, returning from a 
visit out of the city. 

According to data on the army 
discharge certificate, Nobles enlisted 
in Tuscaloosa, Ala., on April 26, 
1918. He did not serve “overseas,” 
and was discharged in Dallas, Texas, 
December 27, 1919. Nobles is de- 
scribed as being 5 feet 6 inches tall, 
with brown hair amd eyes, and of a 
ruddy complexion. With the excep- 
tion that the man held is pale and 
emaciated, the description tallies.

CARUSO MEMORIAL 
WILL HELP YOUNG 
MUSICIANS OF U.S. 


The Caruso American Memorial 
foundation, which will attempt to 
raise a fund of $1,000,000 tor annua! 
musical scholarships and priges as 
a permanent memorial to Enr Ca- 
ruso and his art, made public yes- 
temday the names of the men and 
women who have accepted member- 
ship on its national committee. 

The committee includes many for- 
mer friends and associates of Ca- 
ruso, as well as prominent patrons 
of music and persons well known in 
the concert and operatic fields. The 
list, it was stated, is still incom- 
plete, owing to the absence of some 
rospective members who are spend- 
ng vacations abroad. It is headed 
by Dr. Antonto Stella, of New York, 
who was personal physician to Ca- 
ruso, and includes men of note in 
business and the professions, nota- 
bly music. 

Officers will be elected at a meet- 

ing to be held within the next two 
weeks, at which the provisional 
committee, of which Dr. Antonio 
Stella is chairman, wil] tranfer the 
organizing activities to the perma- 
uent committee. 
Promising young American sing- 
ers of both sexes, regardless of race 
or creed, will be the principal bene- 
ficiaries of the proposed fund, it was 
announced. Scholarships and prizes 
also will be awarded to students in 
instrumental and other branches of 
music. 

“At the outset of our work in 
behalf of a permanent American 
memorial for Enrico Caruso,” said 
Dr. Stella, “we were impressed with 
the fact that nothing would be more 
in keeping with the interst Caruso 
himself manifested in the develop- 
ment of promising young singers 
than the establishment of a founda- 
tion that will provide annual scholar- 
ships and prizes on a democratic ba- 
sis and that wil!) develop a wider ap- 
preciation of music generally.” 

A survey has been completed by 
the provisional committee showing 
the need for the kind of assistance 
proposed by he foundation.

tance above the falls at a gap 
ae which a steel flume five 
feet in diameter and 156 feet long 
will convey water to the wheels in 
the power house. The total head 
will be ninety-two feet and when 
completed will be an ideal plant. 

It is planned to connect the new 
plant with the Wofford Shoals plant, 
at Cornelia, to relieve the load on 
that plant. The development is be- 
ing made by Judge W. G. Martin, 
of Leesburg. and J. R. Herrin. of 
Mount Airy. Mr. Linler, the en- 
gzineer, has completed the survey for 
the power plant and construction 
work will begin tmmediately. Mr. 


Linler also built the Wofford Shoalas 


plant, the Nacoochee Power plant 
and the power plant in the city 
of Waynesboro. 

“Many more plants like this 
should be developed .in Georgia,” Mr. 
Tinler said Sunday. “Thev would 
make us independent of high coal 
prices and coal strikes. Hydro- 
electric power is one of the great- 
erst agencies known to mankind. It 
gins our cotton, spins our yarn, 
weaves our cloth and runs our ma- 
chinery while we sit and look at 
it.

Is Europe lesing interest in the 
Washington conference? At least 
there are signs that there is a rec- 
ognition in London and in Paris 


that the forthcoming international 
gathering has less meantfng for 
France and for Britain than was 
assumed when the first announce- 
ments in the American capital were 
the occasion of real enthusiasm 
abroad, 

In the first moments there was a 
general assumption that the prime 
ministers of the European coun- 
tries which had been invited would 
all attend. Now it is certain that 

loyd-George will not come, that 
iscount Curzon, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, will not come. 
And in France there is now grave | 
question as to whether Briand shal] 
attend and a growing likelihood 
that despite confident predictions 
France will not be represented by 
the president of the council, 


It is true that Lloyd-George con- 
fronts a combination of difficulties 
at home; Ireland, Indla and the 


economic crisis in the British Isles. 
For France there are equally pfess- 
ing difficulties at home and abroad. 
But it is doubtful if these compli- 
cations would avail to keep either 
George or Briand away were the 
present prospect for the Washing- 
ton conference anything like as at- 
tractive as the vistas opened a few 
weeks ago. 


The truth is that Europe saw in 
President Harding's invitation to 
anew conference, not the possibili- 


ty of an excursion to America, but 
the promise of an ultimate return 
of America to Europe. Now recent 
events have all combined to dem- 
onstrate that the United States has 
not the smallest intention of re- 
turning to Europe. The separate 
peace with Germany, the latest res- 
ervations which the senate has ap- 
pended to the German treaty, all 
indicate that the determination to 
sever, not to weave, bonds with 
Europe- continues. In revealing the

less ‘to undertake to persuade any of 
these nations to risk their owin se- 
curity to attain @ state of perilous 
passivity, which for the whole of 
their publics means national ruin.

It sees that we are 
turning our back upon its troubl 
and going out to the Pacific to Sagi 
the expansion of our commerce ant 
trade in one of the great markets 
of the world. It did, for a moment. 
conceive at Paris that we were 
idealistic in our purpose, but Paris 
is a long way in the past and since 
that time the materialistic note has 
been uppermost in all of our na- 
tional life and policy.

Not Interested in Pacific. 
It is a fundamental truth that 
neither Britain nor France is vital- 
ly interested in a Pacific settle- 


ment, while Italy is totally uncon- 
cerned. All three desire that the 
United States should return to 
Europe. There center the problems 
which mean life or death to all 
three. When President Harding 1is- 
sued his invitation to the Washing- 
ton conference the first reaction fh 
Europe was tMat America, after 
all, was coming back; that the re- 
jection of the treaty of Versailles 
and the abstention from the league 
of nations were only episodes in a 
domestic political fight. 

This impression has paused, or, at 
the last is passing. Now it is per- 
ceived that in opening the question 
of the Pacific we are, in fact, turn- 
ing still further away from Europe, 
that we are setting out upon a path- 
way which carries us into Asia, that 
the absorbing problems of our fu- 
ture are, consequently, to be posed 
in the Pacific, and we shall be con- 
cerned with China, Siberia and the 
islands of the Pacific, not with Bu- 
ropean Russia, Germany or the Med- 
iterranean. | 


In a word, Europe sees that we 
actually meant what we said when 
we invited the great powers to dis- 


cuss with us the problems of ‘the 
Pacific, and git sees that there is 
small likelihdod that this discussion 
can be broadened and deepened to 
embrate European estions and 
enlist our support for European pol- 
icies. All of which means that we 
have invited Europe to discuss with 
us questions which concern us far 
more vitally than they do Europe, at 
a moment when Europe is well- 
nigh desperate, because of the dif- 
ficulties in its own dooryard. 


European Armies Neeessary. 
Therefore Europe, all in going 
through the motions of approving 
our gesture and sharing in our con- 


ference, is turning rather sadly back 
to the matter fn Wand, which is Bu- 
ropean, not Asiatic. The limitation 
of naval strength and expenditure 
concerns Britain and us, and Japan 
in Asia, but it can be arranged with 
little ‘difficulty because .eve 

feels the folly and the imposs? 

of ruinous competition fo: whic 
the money is lacking. Reductiow of 
military strength is an iridescent 
dream, because all of the nations 
with big armies are faced with per- 
sonal difficulties, which we will un- 
der no circumstances share. 


Britain canmot reduce her armies 
because of her troubles. which 


ness to pay, either by interest in 
European affairs or in fresh loans 
to needy nations. And Europe is, 
as a consequence, cooling down rap- 
idly and even beginning to view 
with apprehension what it at firs¢ 
welcomed with enthusiagm. 

Meantime the public discussion in 
this country is giving ever greater 
importance to this Washington 
gathering. It is this building hopes 
which can no more be realized than 
those which preceded the Paris con- 
ference could be realized in th@ 
treaty of Versailles. The further 
we withdraw from European affairs 
the less Europe is interested in our 
own business. And for it, despite 
all of our notions to the contrary, 
the Washington conference is our 
own private affair and the benefitg 
are to be sure, 

The truth is that we cannot havd 
it both ways. We cannot utterly 
cast loose from Europe and expect 
Europe to be more than politely in- 
terested in American questions. Eua 
rope cannot afford to offend us, 
given the financial situation, but, 
and this is what seems patent no 
there are limits beyond which 
no longer anxious to -humor us, 
Hence the declind of importance 
that is marked in European coun- 
tries, of the Washington confer

The 
subway systems are already city 
owned, but privately operated, and 
it is proposed to bring the surface 
lines into a similar relationship. 

Cheapest In World, 

Transportation in New York city 
is cheaper than anywhere im the 
world, for it is operated on a fixed 
fare of 5 cents regardless of dis- 
tance, which may be 25 miles or a 
few blocks. During war times it has

Cotton Market Gossip 


New Orleans, October 2.—While 
the cotton market moved over. a 
fairly broad range of fluctuations 
last week, the close showed gains 
of but nine to seventy points on the 
more active months. At one time, 


in the early sessions, prices were 89 
to 1655 points higher than the close 
of the preceding week. Prior to 
this the trading months had gone 
as low as 5 to 15 points under the 
preceding week’s close. The range 
carried the market over 96 to 160 
points. December traded as low as 
9.55, as high as 21.15 and closed.at 
0.26. In the spot department prices 
gained 100 points on middling, 
which closed at 20.60, against 23 
cents @ year ago. 


The early advances followed the 
scramble to take up the first: Oc- 
tober tenders that appeared. Mon- 
day was first notice day for October 
in this market, and notices of the 
tender of 21,000 bales were issued. 
They promptly stopped amid consid- 
erable excitement, for it was soon 
realized that spot interests were 
eager to take up cotton on con- 
tract. One local spot firm alone 
stopped notices for 10,000 bales. On 
Tuesday there was additional ex- 
citement when first notices in New 
York amounted to 82,000 bales, and 
the same program of competition 
ne cotton was gone through 
with, 


From thé middle.of the week on 
the trade. gave itself up almost 
wholly t6 consideration of the 
events of bureau day. Values were 
sustained for a while by very. low 
private estimates of the condition 
of the crop, the lowest of which 
was 39 per cent of normal and the 
highest 44.7. At the end of the week 
it looked as if- the atyiding line of 
opinion on condition was 40, It wag 
generally figured that a report of 


forty would indicate a crop of just 
about 6,100,000 bales. 


Considerable liquidation of long 
cotton appeared in the last sessions 
of the week, and much of this was 
stimulated by bearish talk concern- 
ing the second ginning figures of 
the season for the census bureau. 


Guesses ranged as high as 3,500,000 
bales as the total output to Sep- 
tember 25, against 2,249,606 to the 
same date last year and 1,834,214 to 
the same date two years ago. 


This coming week the market is 
expected by market men to open 
amid considerable excitement, for 
~ pn with the opening gong on 
Monday will be the ginning figures, 
and an hour later, at 10 o’clock, the 
départment of agriculture will fur- 
nish its final condition report of 
the season. Market circulars at the 
end of the week quite generally 
agreed that the market could hard- 
ly present a normal aspect until 
bureau day had been passed.
